The blight is not only 
killing 
off 
the chestnut trees, but

The effect of the disease can easily

duro Hie sight of the stragglers lying 
by the wayside, never to resum e their 
toilsome journey; dead as to any se n ­ 
tient life th a t w as in i t and yet nlive— ' 
the form t Hat had been Lieutenant 
Richard 
Doubiedick, 
w ith 
w hose 
praises England rang, was conveyed to! 
Brussels. 
There it was tenderly laid 
down in hospital, and there it lay, i 
week after week, through the long 
bright sum m er days, until the harvest, 
spared by war, had ripened and was 
gathered in.
